A Hundred per Furlong 


One of the finer moments in the life 
of chain-talking Duke McCue, who died 
of a heart attack on November 30, was 
described a few days before his death 
by a witness who happened to be in the 
racing secretary’s office at Churchill 
Downs on the day before the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes of 1946. 


The way the witness remembered it, 
Duke had risen to a state of exalted dud- 
geon when he learned that Education was 
to carry 122 pounds in the big one-mile 
race of the meeting and that Double Jay 
was to have only 116 pounds. “You put 
my horse in there at the same weight as 
Education,” he told the racing secretary. 
“T don’t want any weight from him.” 

When one of the horsemen in the group 
reminded McCue of Education’s high 
speed and put in a suggestion that Double 
Jay would “never see which way he went,” 
Duke reached into his pocket and laid a 
row of 8 $100 bills on the counter. 

“Now,” he said, “this first hundred 
says my horse is in front at the seven- 
eighths-pole; this one says he’s on top at 
the three-quarter pole; this one says he’s 
first at the five-eighths; this one is for the 
half-mile; the three-eighths; the quarter; 
the stretch;; and the finish. Who wants 
to bet?” 

The wagers were taken one by one; the 
horsemen couldn’t remember when they’d 
had such an overlay, especially those who 
got the early markers. Double Jay, with 
John Gilbert up, earned Duke an extra 
$100 per furlong. 

Only trouble with the story is that 
Double Jay already had won the Garden 
State Stakes, whose first money of more 
than $25,000 obliged him to carry the 
maximum weight of 122 pounds in the K. 
J.-C. Stakes. But there remains the brave 
spectacle of the Duke of McCue dealing 
out a century for every furlong-pole. 


Second Horse of the Year 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations’ 
board of selection last week named Mrs. 
Jan Burke’s Dedicate as its horse of the 
year. The board is comprised of 22 racing 
secretaries. 

The *Princequillo colt, destined for stud 
next year at Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., 
this year won the John B. Campbell Me- 
morial and Monmouth Handicaps and the 
Weodward Stakes. He was second in the 
Bowie, Carter, Metropolitan, and Nassau 
County Handicaps, third in the Suburban 
Handicap. 

Employees of Triangle Publications pre- 


viously had named Bold Ruler as horse 
of the year. Results of balloting in the 
Turf and Sport Digest poll have not been 
announced. 


Smashing 


According to the Associated Press, 
Thoroughbred racing had another “smash- 
ing season” in 1957. The AP survey said 
attendance was up 3.8 per cent over 1956 
and that betting was up 4.39 per cent. 

Since racing still was going on in Mary- 
land, Rhode Island, California, and Flor- 
ida, the press service’s totals for these 
states were projected on estimates from 
the daily averages. 

The AP’s estimates had a total attend- 
ance, not counting fair racing, of 29,719,- 
291, as compared wih last year’s total of 
28,625,037. The pari-mutuel total was 
given as $2,266,812,454, as compared with 
$2,171,372.449 in 1956. 

The states reporting increased attend- 
ance: Arizona, Arkansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, Nebraska, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
New York, Rhode Island, Washington, and 
West Virginia.

The Playboy Sprinter 


Miami. The handsome bay colt had a 
wild look in his eye as he was ponied 
around the walking ring before the Inau- 
gural Handicap at Tropical Park. He 
wheeled suddenly, and butted heads with 
the outrider. 

The man on the pony didn’t even blink. 
He maintained his hold on the shank 
and yanked. Jockey Bill Passmore sat 
there impassively, letting the outrider do 
the work. The colt calmed down and was 
led back and forth inside the ring in a 
straight line while the rest of the Inau- 
gural field circled twice and headed for 
the track. 

Once on the racing strip, however, Pine 
Echo settled down to business. He went 
into the gate without a fuss and, as al- 
ways, Came away winging. 

For one of the few times in his career 
—and this was Pine Echo’s 50th start— 
he did not make the lead. Noble Dragon 
went head-and-head with him and after 
a quarter-mile it was Noble Dragon by a 
length. At the half-mile-pole Noble Dragon 
had fallen back, and it was Pine Echo 
(2-1) and Rarco Saul (3-1) fighting for 
the advantage. 

Pine Echo put away Rarco Saul in short 
order, opened up 2 lengths, and fought 
off the fast-closing Dark Ruler for a neck 
victory. 

“He’s a brave horse at 51% furlongs.” 
one trainer commented, but it didn’t seem 
fair to detract from the colt’s game race. 

Pine Echo, a 4-year-eld bay colt by 
Pinebloom—Wayfarer, by War Dog, has 
been in the money in 36 of 50 starts. He 
is sort of speed-crazy. and it always has 
been a question of whether or not he will 
be able to hold on in the last sixteenth. 

In a fairly typical race, 6 furlongs on 
June 15 at Suffolk Downs, he was on top 
by 6 at the quarter-pole, and won by half 
a length. On August 24, at Rockingham, 
in a 6-furlong overnight handicap, owner- 
trainer Eddie Sivaro tried blinkers on the 
colt to see if it might alter his way of 
running. Pine Echo shot out of the gate 
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JockEY WILLIE PAssMoRE AND PINE Ecuo. 


like a rocket, was in front by 8 after a 
quarter, by 9 at the half. At the wire 
Switch On, giving Pine Echo 6 pounds, 
beat him a head. It was the last time the 
colt wore blinkers. 

Jockey Passmore recalls that race 
vividly. “He did the quarter in 21 and 4,” 
he said. “When you run that fast the early 
part you’re bound to back up at the end. 
You just couldn’t rate the horse.” 

In his next start Pine Echo opened up 
6 lengths but was beaten a neck by Bos- 
ton Doge. This was followed by a fourth- 
place finish in the John Alden Handicap 
at Suffolk Downs, his last. race before 
being shipped to Florida.

He was a little flighty 
before he got on the track, but all at 
once he started acting real kind, kinder 
than he ever had before. When I saw that 
I figured this might be the time to try 
and rate him some.

Sivaro plans to run Pine Echo in the 
6-furlong Coral Gables Handicap Decem- 
ber 14. In winning 11 races, he has picked 
up more than $60,000 for Sivaro. 

Ring martingales were used on the colt 
in the Inaugural, but he will run with 
only the ring bit in the Coral Gables. 

For Passmore, a nice-looking, pleasant, 
blond man, it was his first stakes victory 
of the year. “This hasn’t been a very good 
year for me,” he said. “I must have had 
half a dozen stakes seconds. My plans? 
Just ride Pine Echo right now. I don’t 
even have my agent down here; he’s still 
in New England.” 
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Pine Echo, meanwhile. walked back 
and forth in his stall, kicking hay into a 
pile. 

“He’s nothing but a playboy ‘round the 
barn,” said Bob Otis, the colt’s groom. 
“Good deer, no trouble at all. He knows 
everything he’s supposed to do, and he’s 
ready to do it. Don’t like you to fight 
him though. Talk to him and he’s all right. 
Fight him and he'll fight you right back.” 

Otis walked over to Pine Echo’s stall 
and stuck his head in. “Kiss me, boy.” 
he said to the colt. Pine Echo leaned 
down and nuzzled him. Then he grabbed 
Otis’ jacket in his teeth and pulled. 

Otis laughed. “Nothin’ but a playboy, 
this horse. Nothin’ but a playboy.” 
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He pulled loose and moved away. “He 
wouldn’t bite nobody; likes to pull on 
your clothes, is all. If he sees he’s got 
hold of some flesh he’ll let go. 


“Smart horse, real smart. Knows when 
he wins; he comes back to the barn like 
he owns the world. And boy is he crazy 
about his owner. 


“He gets up in the morning and starts 
looking for Mr. Sivaro. Soon as he sees 
him he starts to jumping up and down 
and kicking the walls and squealin’. Mr. 
Sivaro can really control him. All he has 
to do is talk to the horse.” 


Passmore says he never goes to the 
whip on Pine Echo. “Just wasting your 
time, hitting him,” he said. “Just chirp to 
him and he'll give you all he’s got.” 
There’s no doubt that Pine Echo has 
got” a great deal. It’s simply a case of 
how far it will go?

Back in the Fold 


Tropical Park, suspended last spring 
by the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
while the Florida Racing Commission in- 
vestigated the management of president 
Saul Silberman, last week was _ restored 
to membership. TRA president James D. 
Stewart’s statement: 


The directors of the TRA met on December 2, 
1957, and voted to take the follewing action in 
regard to membership of Tropical Park in the 
TRA: 

That the suspension of Tropical Park member- 
ship be vacated and that it be reinstated to 
membership; 

That president Saul Silberman be reprimanded 
for his irregular activities which brought such 
national and unfavorable publicity to racing; 

That the Tropical Park management be advised 
that a failure to comply with the spirit and purpcse 
of TRA—i. e., “the elimination of all undesirable 
practices and elements from Thoroughbred horse 
racing,” could result in expulsion from TRA 
membership. 


Silberman did not comment, but Elmer 
Vickers, general manager, said that Trop- 
ical always had tried to comply “with 
what we thought were the best interests 
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of racing as set forth by the TRA. I... 
resent the implications in paragraph 3 of 
the TRA’s letter,” Vickers said. 

The racing commission’s investigation 
was of charges that Silberman had _al- 
lowed an associate, Maurice J. Hirshstein, 
to communicate with an Ohio bookmaker, 
that Hirshstein had not been licensed to 
work at Florida tracks, and that Silber- 
man had gambled on credit. On April 14 
the racing commission 1evoked  Silber- 
man’s license. Silberman went to court. 
and in August the Florida Supreme Court 
ruled that the racing commission, in ac- 
cepting circumstantial evidence, had failed 
to justify “the harsh order or revocation.” 
Silberman and Hirshstein were restored 
to good standing. 


KENTUCKY 
Fixers' Helpers Fixed 


The Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion, fortified by a 125-page report from 
the State Police. on December 9 ruled off 
4 jockeys and a trainer for race-fixing 
this year at Kentucky’s 3 half-mile tracks 
—Audubon Park at Henderson, Fair- 
grounds Speedway at Louisville. and Ken- 
tucky Raceway at Florence. The next day 
2 of the men were indicted by a northern 
Kentucky grand jury. 

Commission chairman Leslie Combs II 
announced that jockeys George Steine- 
man, James Ring, Alfred Applebee, and 
Daniel Brice and trainer Thomas Ken- 
wood were ruled off. 

Applebee’s responses to lie-detector 
tests were unsatisfactory. Steineman and 
Ring 2 months ago had signed confessions 
that they attempted to fix a race at Flor- 
ence in September, but they refused to 
submit to questioning at a hearing last 
month. Brice left Louisville for Florida 
on November 1, and he failed to return 
for the hearing. 

Seven persons were cleared by the com- 
mission—jockeys Forest Kaelin, William 
Womack, Norman Cartwright, J. J. Rivera. 
Gerald DeLong, James Dailey and trainer 
George Wisbey. 

The police report implicated 3 men 
said to have supplied money to jockeys 
involved in the fixes—Breck Lutes, of 
Newport; Richard W. Asher, of Louis- 
ville; and Kenny Bright, of South Fort 
Mitchell—and the commission voted to 
deny them privileges at all Kentucky 
tracks. According to the police report: 

“Lutes is the owner and operator of the 
Glenn Rendezvous night club, Newport. 
He has served 2 terms for murder in 
Ohio and has been involved in Dwyer 
Act (stolen cars) cases. 

“Asher is the operator of the Merry- 
Go-Round Club, Louisville. Has numerous 
felony arrests for grand larceny, attempt- 
ed breaking and entering, auto theft, 
striking and wounding, operating a hand- 
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Lestie Comps II 
Chairman, Kentucky Racing Commission. 


book, pointing a deadly weapon, disorder- 
ly conduct, and violation of gambling and 
zleoholic beverage laws. 

“Bright was arrested on March 6, 1952, 
at the Lookout House, Covington, on a 
charge of setting up and operating a 
game of chance. Liquor and beer licenses 
revoked January 29, 1935, by the Ken- 
tucky Alcoholic Beverage Control Board 
for allowing gambling on the premises 
at Flamingo Restaurant, Newport.” 

The report also said: 

“It is the opinion of this department 
that there were several incidents of race 
irregularities at Audubon Park, Fair- 
grounds Speedway, and Kentucky Race- 
way. Through fear and coercion many 
persons interviewed by this department 
failed to state any or all of the knowl- 
edge that they had concerning these irreg- 
ularities. The fact that there is widespread 
fear among the persons questioned lends 
credence to the fact that these irregular- 
ities are not isolated incidents. 

“In the file attached to this summary, 
there are several statements concerning 
the manipulation of races at Hamilton 
Race Track, Hamilton, Ohio, but this sum- 
mary does not deal with this situation as 
it is outside of the jurisdiction of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky. 

“The fact that the greatest majority of 
the persons questioned refused to submit 
to lie-detector questions indicates, to this 
department, a lack of good faith, and it 
is the opinion of this department that such 
refusals to submit to a polygraph test 
should be carefully weighed by the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission in order 
that it might determine the desirability of 


allowing certain persons to remain actively 
engaged in the sport of racing.” 

Suspension of the 5 men did not end 
the case. The Boone County (Ky.) grand 
jury heard testimony by state police, 
jockeys, and trainers to determine whether 
indictments should be brought for race- 
fixing at Florence. A Kentucky law, 
passed 5 years ago after the basketball 
scandals at the University of Kentucky, 
provides for a fine and/or prison term 
for anyone convicted of offering or accept- 
ing a bribe to fix a sports event. 

On December 10 Ring was indicted for 
bribing Steineman, and Steineman was 
indicted for accepting the bribe. The 
amount of the bribe stipulated in the in- 
dictments was $100, and the race in ques- 
tion was the ninth at Florence on Septem- 


ber 14. Trial was set for April 22. 


There also is the matter of racing dates 
for the 3 half-mile tracks. All applica- 
tions for dates must be made to the com- 
mission by January 1. The commission- 
ers, though chagrined at the turn events 
have taken since the door was opened to 
small-time racing in Kentucky, have made 
no official show of repugnance to licen- 
sing the tracks, which got their first per- 
mits through political pressure. If the 
tracks were licensed again, the fixers and 
their enforcing thugs would be available 
in numbers as large as ever. The commis- 
sion had caught only a few of the smaller 
rats which had strayed out of the nest.

The West Virginia State Racing Com- 
mission last week awarded dates to 
Charles “Town, Wheeling Downs, and 
Waterford Park. The season will open 
January 4 at Charles Town and will close 
November 27 at Wheeling Downs. The 
dates:

Last of the Champions 


By Dan M. Bowmar III 


At least one top horse was foaled at 
Woodburn Farm each year from 1861 to 
1879, and twice in this 18-year period the 
farm bred a plurality of the outstanding 
horses in the United States. The first 
such year was 1865, when General Duke. 
Vauxhall, Pat Malloy, Bayonet, and Abd- 
el-Kader were foaled (see last week’s 
Blood-Horse); the second vintage crop 
came 5 years later. 


In the 1870 Woodburn crop were 
Wildidle, Springbok, Fellowcraft, Lizzie 
Lucas, and Whisper. The only top-flight 
horses of this year which were not bred 
ai Woodburn were Tom Bowling, sired by 
Woodburn’s Lexington, and Katie Pease. 
which was conceived at the farm and sold 
in utero to Col. David McDaniel in the fall 
of 1869. 


The 1871 sale of yearlings was the most 
successful since the farm began offering 
all its Thoroughbred yearlings at auction. 
From 1868 to 1870 the sales average 
varied only from $432 to $467, the number 
sold ranging from 42 to 45. In the 1871 
auction 46 sold for $23,295, average $506. 
Turf, Field and Farm commented: 


“Taken altogether, and making due al- 
lowance for a number of blemished colts 
and fillies that were comprised in the 
catalogue, this sale far outstrips any of 
Mr. Alexander’s previous sales and indi- 
cates a growing spirit to improve the 
horse stock of the country.” 

Wildidle was the most expensive colt 
at the 1871 sale, A. G. Herr paying $1,475 
as agent for M. A. Littell. He was by 
*Australian—out of Idlewild, one of the 
country’s best race mares in the early 
1860's. Idlewild was by Lexington out of 
the *Glencoe mare Florine and was a sis- 
ter to Aerolite, dam of Fellowcraft and 
Spendthrift. 

An easy winner of the Nursery Stakes 
at Jerome Park in his only race at 2. 
Wildidle was expected to be the country’s 
best 3-year-old in 1873. He was hurt a 
week before the Belmont Stakes, however, 
and did not get to the races until October. 
when he was unplaced in his only start. 
He was raced lightly at 4, finishing second 
in 2 of 3 starts, including the Maturity 
Stakes, but at 5 Wildidle won the Fordham 
and Jockey Club Handicaps in New York 
and the 4mile Wise Plate in California. 
He broke down shortly after the last- 
named race and was retired. 

Springbok. by *Australian—Hester, by 
Lexington, was another of Daniel Swigert’s 
bargains. Purchased for $430, he won 
one of 2 starts at 2, then was sold by 
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Swigert for $2,000 and a percentage of 
future winnings to Col. David McDaniel. 
He won the Belmont Stakes in his first 
start at 3, giving Colonel McDaniel his 
third successive Belmont victory. His 
previous winners were Harry Bassett and 
Joe Cotton, both Woodburn-bred. 
Springbok proved only second best of 
his crop at 3 despite his Belmont win. 
Tom Bowling. a son of Lexington bred by 
Price McGrath, beat him in the Jersey 
Derby and Jerome and Travers Stakes. 
Springbok was second in the Jersey Derby 
and Jerome. unplaced in the Travers. 
At 4 Springbok won 8 of 9 starts, in- 
cluding th Saratoga Cup. His only defeat 
was in the Jockey Club Handicap. in 
which he was second to Preakness. He 
beat Preakness in both of their subsequent 
meetings. The following year Springbok 
won 8 races, including his dead heat with 
Preakness in the Saratoga Cup. 


Fellowcraft. which was by *Australian 
out of Aerolite, Idlewild’s sister, was pur- 
chased by Herr, agent for Littell, for 
$760 as a yearling. He failed to show 
much at 2 or 3, but at 4 he broke Lexing- 
ton’s record for 4 miles, covering the dis- 
tance in 7:1914 at Saratoga, beating the 
good performers Wanderer and _ Katie 
Pease. 

Whisper was not quite a match for the 
other Woodburn-bred horses of the 1870 
crop. but he placed many times against 
top company. Even so, he was a bargaia, 
having been bought as a yearling by J. W. 
H. Reynolds. Kentucky horseman, for 
$250. 

Lizzie Lucas. a filly by *Australian— 
Eagless. by *Glencoe, gave Tom Bowling 
his only defeat as a 3-year-old, beating 
him handily in the Ocean City Stakes at 
Monmouth Park. The same year she also 
won the Chesapeake Stakes; the Mon- 
mouth Oaks (by 4 lengths); the Hunter 
Stakes. beating Katie Pease; and a free 
handicap sweepstakes at Pimlico in which 
she beat the 6-year-old Preakness. 

Like most of the fillies of her era, 
Lizzie Lucas did most of her racing

Newmarket's Yankees 


Messrs. Tattersall broke out the cham- 
pagne on Friday, December 6, when the 
Newmarket December sales total reached 
the million-pound mark for the second 
time in history. American dollars, as usual, 
had made the biggest contribution. But 
the biggest American spender doesn’t 
drink champagne. 

Rex Cooper Ellsworth, of Chino, Calif., 
who last year bought 40-odd mares from 
the Aga Khan’s studs, was at Newmarket 
last week to make the future pedigrees of 
the Ellsworth Ranch look more than ever 
like those of Sheshoon, Ballymany, and 
Gilltown. Of the 54 head sold by Prince 
Aly Khan for a total of 177,003 guineas, 
Ellsworth bought 15 for 64,370 guineas. 
His only other purchases were 2 3-year- 
old colts for 1,050 and 2,000 guineas. His 
total for the week: 17 head for 67,420 
guineas—about $198,215. 

Other American buyers got 6 head from 
Prince Aly’s consignment for a total of 
36,000 guineas, Norman Butler going to 
15.000 guineas for Emali, halfsiste: to 
*Khaled and *Piping Rock, in foal to 
Nearco. But Aly was “rather disappointed 
with the sale.” 

Cabled reports from Newmarket showed 
North American breeders and owners as 
the purchasers of 38 horses for a total of 
204,970 guineas, or $602,612. The list of 
these is given below. It is not complete, of 
course, since many other purchases will 
have been made by agents who failed to 
identify their clients. In the following list 
the horses are arranged under the names 
of the purchasers, with the names of the 
vendors in parenthesis except in the case 
of Ellsworth, where the vendor is given 
only for the 2 head not bought from Aly 
Khan.

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Grayson Report 


The Grayson Foundation last week 
mailed to members an annual report of 
its year’s work. The 23-page booklet con- 
tained a list of members, summaries of 
research to which the Foundation had 
contributed, and a financial statement for 
the calendar year. 

In an introductory statement the Foun- 
dation explained how it had arrived at its 
“financial crisis of 1956” and said that 
the challenge had been met by broaden- 
ing the membership and limiting its sup- 
port of research to projects at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky. The statement: 


The Foundation, which was founded in 1940 
and named in memory of the late Admiral Cary 
Travers Grayson, has depended for its income upon 
the generous donations of a very few members, 
together with yearly support from the New York 
race tracks, Hialeah, and the Delaware Race and 
Steeplechase Association. 

The organization of the Greater New York As- 
sociation made it impossible for the New York 
tracks to continue this financial support. Hialeah, 
under new management, discontinued its donation. 
The Delaware track has continued its support. 
With this large loss of revenue it was necessary 
to broaden the membership base in an attempt to 
secure the income required from a large group 
of members rather than the few people who had 
in the past contributed so heavily. 

In August of 1956 the drive to increase the mem- 
bership began, and it has been reasonably success- 
ful. However, as an emergency measure, Mr. Wil- 
liam du Pont Jr., retiring president, conducted a 
special gift campaign which was most successful 
and has supplied the organization with the finances 
necessary to meet its current obligations. It is 
hoped that the income from the enlarged member- 
ship will be sufficient to do this in the future. 

Until the financial crisis of 1956, Grayson financed 
research in several dfferent institutions and on 
various matters. All grants-in-aid that were ex- 
tended in 1956 were terminal grants with the excep- 
tion of the grant to the University of Kentucky for 
its work on virus abortion and allied diseases. It 
was the opinion of the scientific advisory committee 
that the work at the University of Kentucky had 
been so fruitful that it should be the only project 
which would be supported by the Foundation. 

At the August 10, 1957, directors meeting at 
Saratoga Springs, New York, a grant for the fiscal 
year 1957-1958 of $41,000 to the University of Ken- 
tucky was therefore approved by the directors. This 
is the only project sponsored by Grayson for the 
coming year. 


The report said there now were 52 
breeder members, at dues of $250 each 
per year, and 147 annual members, at 
$50 each per year. The Foundation’s esti- 
mated income for 1957 was given as 
$31,400—$13,000 from breeder member- 
ships, $7,400 from annual memberships, 
and $11,000 from special contributors. 

Estimated expenses, including the $41,- 
000 appropriation to the University of 
Kentucky, were listed as $44,689.36, 
leaving an estimated operating deficit of 
$13,289.36. The fiscal year ends on June 
30. 


The report included summaries of re- 
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search on virus abortion (rhinopneu- 
monitis virus) at the University of Ken- 
tucky, the School of Medicine at Vander- 
bilt University, and the University of 
Maryland. The Southwest Foundation for 
Research and Education summarized its 
work on stallion fertility. 


The University of Kentucky’s Depart- 
ment of Pathology indicated that its live- 
virus vaccine for virus abortion, though 
still undergoing tests, was proving more 
effective than the killed-virus vaccine. 
Said the report: 


Yearling horses did not develop a_ significant 
antibody response after 3 doses of killed vaccine 
and were not immunized against intranasal chal- 
lenge with horse-passaged virus. The experiment 
indicated that the killed-virus vaccine will be of 
questionable or possibly no value in control of 
respiratory infection caused by the rhinopneumonitis 
(virus abortion) virus. 

Nine yearlings were subjected to intranasal 
inoculation with hamster-adapted live virus. Re- 
action was limited to a transient fever and depres- 
sion of the white blood cell count. Each yearling 
had a strong antibody response. Each was immune 
when challenged with horse-passaged virus 3 weeks 
after the immunizing dose. 

Ten pregnant mares were inoculated intranasally 
with hamster-adapted live virus. Some mares had 
a transient fever and reduction in the white cell 
ccunt. Each had a strong antibody response, and 
each mare had a normal foal. The mares were 
not challenged with horse-passaged virus, since 
the experiment was conducted to test the safety 
of administering the live hamster-adapted virus to 
pregnant mares. 


The Pathology Department reported an 
unfavorable experience with killed-virus 
vaccine and said it would concentrate in 
1958 on the live-virus vaccine: 


The killed-virus vaccine prepared from hamster 
tissue caused several undesirable reactions in mares 
last year. The most frequent was a_ persistent 
induration (hardened mass) at the site of injec- 
tion. Numerous mares had reactions. Many 
mares developed extensive edematous swellings 
after receiving the vaccine. One mare died. . . . 
Principal emphasis during the next year will be 
on investigation of the safety and efficiency of 
immunizing by intranasal use of hamster-adapted 
live virus. 


Vanderbilt scientists concluded that the 
hamster’s liver was “an ideal system in 
which to study the development of the 
virus,” and that knowledge obtained in 
these studies “might be applied to human 
viral diseases.” 

Said the University of Maryland sum- 


mary: 


The results obtained in the past year in lab- 
oratory studies ... and field tests in New Jersey 
indicate that the mouse brain influenza virus offers 
a safe, effective means of vaccinating horses 
against the respiratory diseases caused by the 
equine influenza virus. It is now being used on 
horses being shipped long distances and with 
favorable results. 

There is also evidence that the mouse-adapted 
influenza virus may become useful in vaccinatirg 
mares against virus abortion. However, further 
safety-testing of the vaccine is necessary, since 


under certain conditions the neurotropic virus 
(having an affinity for nerve tissue) may stil! 
produce abortion. 


The stallion-fertility project, now in its 
fourth year, was treated briefly. It was - 
explained that a test kit had been devel- 
oped, allowing a quick measurement of 
silver-binding material in a horse’s semen. 
(The quantity of silver-binding material, 
called SH, is inversely proportionate to a 
stallion’s fertility.) The report said that 
field tests “showed a good correlation 
with the original . . . method in the lab- 
oratory,” that “only about one-third of 
the total number of samples could be cor- 
related against reported pregnancies so 
far this season, but these preliminary 
data gave encouraging results.” 


New Home 


Flaming Fleet, sire of the good 2-year- 
old filly Quig Flame, will stand the 1958 
season at Evandel Farms, Holmdel, N. J., 
owner G. E. Strickland announced. Fee 
for the 8-year-old son of Count Fleet— 
Flaming Swords will be $350 for a live 
foal. 


Suit for Back Bills 


Ellwood B. Johnston and T. N. Tepper. 
owners of Old English Rancho in Cali- 
fornia, last week filed suit against the 
estate of Clifford Mooers for $20,449 
claimed due for unpaid stud fees and 
board bills. The suit was filed in 17th 
District Court, Fort Worth. 

Mooers, who died on November 13, 1956, 
boarded several stallions and a large 
group of mares at Old English Rancho. 
The horses remained there until early this 
year, when they were sold by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company at an auction at Pomona. 

No date has been set for a hearing.

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TRA CONVENTION 


Concern for Public Relations 


Racing’s public relations were a major 
topic of the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations’ annual convention last week at 
Miami. Addresses on the subject were 
given by Dr. George Gallup, director of 
the American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion, and Al Wesson, public relations direc- 
tor for Hollywood Park and president of 
the Turf Publicists of America. James D. 
Stewart and Spencer J. Drayton also 
touched on the subject. 

Among the points made by Dr. Gallup 
was that before racing spent money for 
promotion and advertising it should sur- 
vey the market to determine where and 
how the money should be spent. Manage- 
ment should know its customers and what 
they like and don’t like, and it should be 
constantly on the lookout for new friends 
and patrons, he said. 

Wesson dwelt mostly on television and 
the benefits which could accrue to racing 
through its proper use. He said that 
sponsorship of racing programs was ex- 
pensive and that more planning and imag- 
ination should go into the preparation. 

Stewart, president of the TRA, said 
that the organization “had made great 
strides in getting us all working together 
on broad issues of mutual interest.” and 
he felt that, in the future “the TRA will 


accomplish even more.” 


He praised the TRA’s work in keeping 
the membership informed of significant 
developments in the pari-mutuel strike in 
California this fall, promised an expanded 
and more efficient public-relations pro- 
gram, commended the work of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Protective Bureau, and 
advised alertness in meeting ‘anti-racing 
sentiment. 


Drayton, president of the TRPB and 
executive secretary of the parent TRA, was 
critical of state racing commissions which 
licensed individuals over the protest of 
the TRPB. He said some commissioners 
had been lulled by “sweet-sounding prom- 
ises of reform” from some persons who 
had been found guilty of wrong-doing. 
“But you cannot hope to continue to gain 
the confidence of the public if you accept 
people of this ilk back into the sport.” 

Drayton said the TRPB this year had 
handled 1,600 investigations which result- 
ed in 246 suspensions. He said that 6,900 
additional horses were tattooed, bringing 
the total since 1947 to 67,000, and that 
6,200 sets of fingerprints were taken, 
making a 10-year total of 102,000 sets. 


Plea for $50,000 


Among the guest speakers was Dr. 
Eldred Rinehart, chairman of the Mary- 
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land State Racing Commission and _ pres- 
ident of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, who stressed a 
need for additional funds to finance re- 
search in racing chemistry. He said a 
joint supervisory committee of the NASRC 
and Association of Official Racing Chem- 
ists needed $50,000 with which to finance 
the research. Four scientists. from Colum- 
bia University and the University of Cali- 
fornia, are standing by to go to work, he 
said. (For background on the committee’s 
efforts to raise research funds see The 
Blood-Horse of November 9, page 1197.) 

Rinehart explained that research was 
needed in order to provide tests for the 
identification of new drugs. He said that 
racing associations now were spending 
$750.000 a year for collecting and an-

alyzing urine and saliva samples, and, in 
view of this, he held that the $50,000 re- 
quest for improving techniques was not 
out of line. 


Elections, New Rules 


Before adjournment the convention re- 
elected 4 of its officers: Stewart, presi- 
dent; James E. Dooley, secretary; John A. 
Morris, treasurer; and Drayton, executive 
secretary. Donald Ross was elected vice 
president, replacing Carleton Burke. Rob- 
ert Strub, Walter Donovan, and E. E. Dale 
Shaffer were elected to the board of 
directors, replacing Burke, Eugene Mori, 
and Benjamin Lindheimer. 

The membership adopted 2 new rules: 

1. No member track at any time shall 
knowingly permit or knowingly tolerate 


betting with bookmakers. betting com- 
missioners, their agents or employees, 
either on the track or by telephone or 
other communications to or from the 
track. 

2. Any activity, conduct, or association 
on the part of officers or directors of a 
member track that bring justifiable crit- 
icism against the member track, the asso- 
ciation, or Thoroughbred racing, consti- 
tute grounds for suspension or expulsion. 


The President’s Talk 


The full text of president James D. 
Stewart's talk, given on the first day of 
the convention: 


It is a pleasure to welcome you to this, 
the 16th annual meeting of the member- 
ship of the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions, as another record-breaking year in 
the long history of our sport nears its con- 
clusion. During these last 16 years the 
TRA has achieved tremendous stature. 

As we consider our business picture. 
we find that although the final count is 
not yet in, all indications are that a new 
record for attendance will be set. Pari- 
mutuel figures, which are evidence of the 
public’s interest and confidence in Thor- 
oughbred Racing. are also running ahead 
of last year. 

In reviewing racing’s steady growth 
during the past 16 years, it is interesting 
to note that the sport has made gains far 
in excess of the country’s increases in 
population and general economic well 
being. 

In 1942 the year.in which TRA was 
organized and incorporated, the total at- 
tendance throughout the nation was 
something over 10,500,000 persons. This 
year, the total attendance will be approxi- 
mately 29,000,000, an increase of 176 per 
cent. The United States Bureau of Census 
figures for the same period—1942 through 
1956 — show an increase of 26 per cent, 
from a total of 133,953,000 to 168,682,000. 

Other statistics, however, reflect a dan- 
gerous trend toward over-taxation of 
Thoroughbred racing. The aggregate of 
betting handled in 1942 was $527,257,877. 
The total this year will exceed the amount 
handled in 1956, which was $2,171,372,449, 
an increase of 311 per cent over 1942. 
During the same period the amount taken 
out of the betting pools by the states 
jumped from $20,393,427 to $164,062,687, 
an increase of 704 per cent. 


This is evidence that in many instances 
state legislators view racing solely as a 
source of so-called painless revenue. This 
attitude, unless headed off, could one day 
bring into effect the law of dominishing 
returns, with disastrous results to an eco- 
nomically significant sport and industry. 

Horsemen have benefited greatly as 
racing has prospered. Purse distribution 
in the United States 16 years ago totaled

Despite the encouraging picture in rac- 
ing, this is no time for management to 
become complacent as there are numerous 
problems confronting us. 


Problems Ahead 


Recently in California we had an exam- 
ple of the damage that can be done by a 
comparatively small group when it tries 
to force upon race tracks impossible wage 
demands. The Pari-Mutuel Employees 
Guild made contract demands upon the 
racing associations that would have re- 
sulted in economic chaos had the tracks 
given in to them. Tanforan, one of our 
TRA members, was closed September 24 
by a strike of the mutuel clerks, causing 
huge losses to the State of California in 
taxes, horsemen in purses, race track em- 
ployees in wages and salaries, and the 
racing association in income. 

The tracks of California stood together 
against the union, and after one month 
the strike collapsed in complete failure 
for the strikers. The victory of the tracks, 
although not accomplished without severe 
losses, showed what can be done when 
racing people stand together. The tracks 
came out of the fight with the public 
strongly on their side. The strike brought 
to public attention the economic impor- 
tance of our sport to all of the people 
of the state. 

In New England racing faces a serious 
threat from another group. A council of 
churches has launched a well meaning 
drive on bookmaking and illegal gambling 
and has indicated that it will go further 
and seek to repeal the legislation that per- 
mits pari-mutuel wagering. 

Here again is a situation that calls for 
a strong campaign to better inform the 
public and the various state law-making 
bodies of the economic import of Thor- 
oughbred racing and its importance in the 
community. We must not let prosperity 
bring about complacency and whether we 
are threatened by strikers or so-called re- 
formers we must maintain constant vigi- 
lance and keep the value of racing well- 
established in the public mind. 

Racing’s current popularity is due in a 
large measure to our Collective efforts. 
Our TRA tracks have spent millions to 
make ours the cleanest and best regulated 
of professional sports. Our code of stand- 
ards and our national protective organi- 
zation have contributed immensely toward 
building and increasing public acceptance 
and confidence in racing. 

We have been years building the good 
will we now enjoy. It has been an uphill 
drive. Any relaxation of effort today 
could undo years of hard work. 

Unfortunately there have been a few in- 
stances of laxity on our part. Perhaps 
sentiment and personal feeling were al-

lowed to interfere with objective judg- 
ment. Perhaps managemnt has bowed to 
outside pressure. Spencer Drayton in his 
report to the membership will cover this 
dangerous situation in more detail. He 
will present you with the facts, and it will 
be up to you to act on these facts. 


Services Offered 


We the officers and board members of 
the TRA appear to be unable to keep all 
of our members as well informed as we 
would like to on our activities in behalf 
of TRA. Reports of our board activities 
obviously cannot go into every detail of 
our work and often these reports are not 
seen at all by track managements who are 
footing the bill. 


Therefore, I would like to devote just a 
few moments to reviewing some of our 
work of the past year. Remember, the 
TRA is a trade organization and as such 
participation by our members is purely 
voluntary in nature. Bear in mind also, 
please. that TRA and Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Protective Bureau are separate corpo- 
rations with separate budgets — $150,000 
annually for the TRA and $500,000 a year 
for the TRPB. The TRA staff is a very 
small one and Spencer Drayton, our 
executive secretary, serves it only part- 
time as he is also president and directing 
head of the TRPB. 


The TRPB is immensely valuable to us 
with its policing activities and with its 
services that have done so much to im- 
prove racing’s public relations. The TRPB 
requires a large staff and the major 
part of the costs paid by TRA members 
go to this organization. The services of 
the TRPB regional agents are always 
available to TRA members and the TRA 
office without additional cost. The TRA 


without TRPB could accomplish little in 
keeping the undesirables out of our sport 
and giving it the fine reputation it has 
won. 

During the past year a second student 
to participate in our Grantland Rice 
Scholarship, for training sports writers 
interested in racing, was enrolled at Van- 
derbilt University. Our TRA scholarship 
committee worked hard on this project, 
meeting in Nashville after the Kentucky 
Derby to consider the many applications. 
Everyone connected with it is delighted 
in the high calibre of young men these 
scholarships have attracted. 


Activities 


The TRA played an important role in 
California’s strike situation. Through the 
TRA and Spencer Drayton’s efforts, racing 
commissions of other states were made 
cognizant of the threat to racing in Cali- 
fornia, a threat that could spread to other 
states. These commissions and other na- 
tional groups of considerable influence 
pledged their backing to the tracks be- 
cause of the TRA’s interest in the matter. 
Their statements made a great impression 
on the California racing commissioners. 

Several of your officers participated in‘ 
the national conventions of the HBPA 
and the National Association of State Rac-, 
ing Commissioners. Mr. Drayton, vice 
president Carleton Burke, and I took part 
in the activities and discussions of the 
HBPA at Santa Anita. We also assisted 
as hosts for the racing commissioners at 
Beverly Hills and Hollywood Park, during 
their national convention in Los Angeles 
and spoke at the various meetings of this 
organization. 

For some time the TRA had been im- 
portuned by the Jockeys’ Guild to estab- 
lish a pattern for the payment of jockeys’ 
valets, and this we were able to finally 
accomplish during the past year in the 
form of a recommendation subscribed to 
by the Jockeys’ Guild. 

We made the first steps toward an ex- 
panded public-relations program. Our 
initial accomplishments were not large, 
but we made some progress and learned 
considerable about our problems which 
will help us in future activities along this 
line. 

Through John I. Day, of the TRA 
Service Bureau, we rendered many useful 
services to the press and our members, 
such as the TRA booklet on 2-year-olds 
and TRA champions as voted by our rac- 
ing secretaries, stakes closing bulletins, 
TRA directory, and numerous stories, 
features, and short news items for the 
press, radio, and television. 

We continued to work for a television 
“Race of the Week” and for other types 
of nation-wide TV shows. We have made 
some progress in the face of many prob- 
lems. 

We also worked with the Amercan

Your TRA board, and particularly Mr. 
Drayton, have kept a close watch on legis- 
lative matters in Washington. As you 
know, a recurring threat is a 5 per cent 
federal pari-mutuel tax on racing, which 
would seriously injure our business _ if 
added to the already high state taxes. 

All of these activities and many others 
are performed with a paid staff at the 
TRPB work, is only part-time. This is 
pointed out, Mr. Drayton, because of his 
TRPB work, is only part-time. This is 
possible because your directors, although 
geographically spread all over the U. S., 
devote the time and thought to your prob- 
lems that they do. 


You should know, too, that none of us 
is compensated in any way, and our travel 
and other costs, even telephone, are borne 
by the individuals themselves. 


Learning Public Relations 


Although our new public relations ef- 
fort on a national scale has so far not 
brought too many accomplishments, as I 
have said, much has been learned. In our 
future planning we feel that we should 
work closely with our own publicity peo- 
ple. We must fully determine the fields of 
TRA activity that would not be in conflict 
with local efforts, but we should be pre- 
pared to assist locally if asked. 

An important portion of our public re- 
lations effort needs to be within our own 
organization, since too many of our mem- 
bers are not fully aware of what we are 
doing, or trying to do. 

Broader knowledge of TRA activities 
within the individual racing associations 
would be most valuable to all of us. 

The TRA has made great strides in 
getting us all working together on broad 
issues of mutual interest. In the future 
I believe the TRA, through expanded co- 
operation, will accomplish even more. 


Surveys Come First 


Excerpts from the address of Dr. George 
Gallup, the noted opinion-taker: 


Strangely enough, your problems are 
not so different from those of other indus- 
tries, which are also sizable and national 
in scope. It has always seemed sound to 
me to have a policy of not emphasizing 
how businesses are different, but in find- 
ing out on how many points businesses are 
the same. For if you can find out how 
others have operated successfully, how 
they have found out their problems and 
solved them effectively, you have your 
own half solved. No one will deny that 
you have some special characteristics as 
a business. You are a permissive industry. 
You have some different ground rules.

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You have some areas where you do not 
operate. Yet all businesses have special 
characteristics. The drug industry, the 
cigarette industry, the automotive indus- 
try, even the food and housing industries 
have special characteristics. Yet there is 
one fact upon which they all have a com- 
mon bond—and that is their customers 
which support them. All business which 
hopes to stay alive, to grow and flourish, 
which hopes to expand its services de- 
pends upon one vital element—customers. 
Racing is no different and if racing is 
to grow and prosper it will only do so by 
attracting customers. I know this is upper- 
most in all of your minds and I suggest it 
might be interesting if we gave some gen- 
eral thinking about how other industries 
handle the question of customers. Again, 
may I suggest we consider how your prob- 
lems are similar to others and not how 
they differ. 

My experience has been in working with 
sales and marketing problems with a fair 
cross-section of business is that far too 
much attention is generally placed upon 
the old customer. Of course he must be 
serviced and sold. He must be retained. He 
must never be ignored. But too much time 
and attention can be spent on him. And 
usually is. The most successful corpora- 
tions in industry have a policy of adding 
new customers. No business can survive 
on old customers. The basic approach of 


the successful management today is to 
hold on to what you have and add more 
customers every year. There is not a single 
major corporation today which is not spon- 
soring a continuous research and develop- 
ment program aimed at building the kind 
of products and services which will attract 
new customers and build the business. 
Large percentages of annual budgets are 
being earmarked for research and devel- 
opment for new sales, for new customers. 
More important, the time and effort of 
key management executives are being 
spent full time on this subject. This atti- 
tude is endorsed by every management 
survey of importance in recent years. If 
industry has then placed this importance 
on the acquisition of new customers, it 
might be well for racing to consider what 
steps it is taking along the same lines. 
For racing, like any other big business, 
will flourish only if it continues to draw 
more and more customers. 

How do you go about getting more cus- 
tomers, and adding new customers every 
year? Let us ask ourselves how does in- 
dustry go about it? The most important 
starting point is to find out what your 
market is. And to know this you must 
know the facts about your business. Any 
well regulated corporation knows many 
things about its customers. It knows who 
they are and all about them. It knows 
who their potential customers are and all 


about them. It finds out what is needed to 
attract new customers and then designs 
the products necessary to attract them, or 
redesigns the present products as research 
shows is necessary. It then decides upon 
a plan of how to sell the customers—how 
much to spend on old ones and how much 
will be allocated to sell new ones. It then 
measures the effectiveness of the program 
at every step so that no money will be 
wasted. 


How is this all accomplished? By re- 
search, first of all. For without the facts 
industry may well be moving in the wrong 
direction. It may be at the mercy of pre- 
conceived notions. So industry has learned, 
and learned the hard way, to get the facts 
first. 


Thus before racing makes any moves to 
attract new customers it must have the 
facts at hand, if it is to do an intelligent 
and effective job. What facts do we have? 
How much do we know about the market? 
How much do we know about your cus- 
tomers? It seems to me that compared to 
any other industry little is known. And I 
would suspect that is the first job which 
should be faced. What are some of the 
specific facts? First of all you should 
know all about your present customers. 
Where do they come from, what kind of 
people are they, why do they come, how 
often, and what do they think of the

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product and services? Next I should find 
out my next likely source of customers 
and find out all about them. I should know 
why they don’t use my product and what 
I can do to attract them. You should find 
out whether they know where the local 
track is, whether they think they can af- 
ford to come, whether they would take 
their dates there, or their older children, 
whether they know they can eat there. 
whether they would take their friends. We 
should find out what the appeal should 
be that would be attractive to them. We 
should find out what may keep them away 
now. These and dozens of other facts may 
seem basic and simple. Yet the answers 
must be found objectively, studied and 
evaluated. When you have these facts at 
hand, when you know your market, and 
potential market, then and only then can 
you formulate a plan to search out and 
acquire that market. Then and only then 
can you decide what your advertising 
should be, and whether you are spending 
your money most effectively. Then you 
can establish a public-relation program 
which is based upon a definite objective. 
and is channeled into productive effort 
because the guideposts have been set up 
by objective and thorough research. 

One of the experiences that industry has 
learned is that action for the sake of action 
can be costly, and even dangerous. It is 
not only important to sell—it’s ‘of greater 
importance to know what to sell, and to 
whom. 

What of racing’s local problems? These 
can be discovered by local research. They 
are important, particularly to you who 
own and manage the local tracks. As im- 
portant as they are, however, I suggest 
that you look broader at the problem of 
establishing racing’s new customers on a 
national scale. For, although there are 
local dealers selling cars, and local stores 
selling food products and drug products 
and the like, getting people to buy cars 
and foods is a national problem. In this 
respect racing has a similar problem. 

A word of caution: Research, and the 
program it will suggest, cannot create 
miracles. No great accomplishment will 
come overnight. In fact, I think it only 
fair to state that I am the living proof that 
research is not infallible. This I estab- 
lished beyond any doubt in 1948, to re- 
fresh your memories. But research will 
help take the guess-work out of your 
planning, help prevent mistakes, and set 
up a pattern to be followed. 

I think I have indicated the positive 
reasons for research, and the institution 
of a definite fact-finding program. While 
I am sure that you would be enlightened 
by the results, I am equally sure that 
many new avenues of thinking will open 
up to you. ; 

You may notice that I have taken a 
positive approach to this subject. I wonder 
if racing would not do well to consider 
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this point at length. I suggest that you 
consider whether you do not approach 
the problems you have with a self-con- 
scious attitude. No industry can sell itself 
well or attract new customers unless it 
approaches the problem with force and 
conviction. Racing has nothing to apolo- 
gize for. It is truly a fine sport. You have 
built a wonderful plant. You have a sys- 
tem of self-regulation any industry would 
do well to emulate. The work of your 
protective bureau is outstanding. Yours 
is a thrilling product. It provides the pub- 
lic with enjoyable entertainment, diver- 
sion, and true sport in ideal and _ pictur- 
esque surroundings. It has a great herit- 
age, and if today’s meeting is an example, 
attracts as its management men of the 
highest caliber and responsibility. Racing 
deserves a wider audience. It is truly one 
of our great sports. And it performs a 
public service in direct revenue to the 
states that is unmatched. Yes, you have a 
good product. I suggest you sell it the 
way industry sells its products. Not by 
guess-work, not by apology. But by a 
sound public-relations-and-sales campaign. 
based upon authoritative research. Do it 
step by step. Do it consistently. That is 
where tomorrow’s customers will come 
from. 


TV Opportunities 


Al Wesson, president of Turf Publicists 
of America, discussed public relations and 
the use of television. A major portion of 
his text follows: 


We all realize that television has become 
one of the most effective means of bringing 
industry’s story into the home and cre- 
ating demands for new products and new 
entertainments. I’m sure we'd all like to 
take advantage of television’s tremendous 
public-relations potential. 

In regard to live television, there is, of 
course, always the question of whether or 
not it hurts attendance. We could discuss 
this point all day long and probably come 
up with no more conclusive answer than 
that in some cases it does hurt and in 
others it doesn’t. This is a problem that 
the various track managements have to 
decide for themselves, as the situation 
can vary to quite a degree according to 
locale, kind of races you are televising, 
new areas you are reaching through TV, 
weather conditions, etc. 

We do know, however, that a good 
racing television show, whether live or 
delayed, builds friends. When we present 
the competition of our top Thoroughbreds 
on TV programs and show off the fine 
people connected with racing, we at least 
set the folks at home nodding approval 
of our sport. Even though we may not get 
them all rushing through the turnstiles 
and clamoring for action at the mutuel 
wickets, we at least win them as friends 
conversationally and can count on them 


being on our side if need be at the ballot 
boxes. With the reformers and excessive 
taxation boys continually snapping at our 
heels, this is no small item for us. 

Because racing is an exciting sport and 
we'd like to see more of it on television, 
many who have not worked toward this 
goal with TV people might wonder why 
this medium doesn’t burst with eagerness 
for racing programs. 

May we venture an opinion as to why? 
To a large degree I’m afraid it is racing’s 
own fault. For the most part we haven't 
been willing to spend the time and money 
necessary to help TV put on well rounded, 
high quality shows, the type that build and 
sustain public interest. We are too inclined 
now to take the short-sighted viewpoint: 
What can television do for us? At this 
point our attitude should be: What can 
we do for television? 

Too often when we do televise a pro- 
gram, we merely supply the TV people 
with an announcer and a bunch of horses 
—no ideas on special features, no direction 
or production, just the race preceded by 
much chatter from the paddock with con- 
tinues during a long, wearisome parade 
to the post while the rears of the horses 
gradually fade into the distance and get 
stuffed into the starting gate. 

Television is movies—not radio. It’s sus- 
tained action—not a lot of yackety-yak. 
To make popular motion pictures, in addi- 
tion to action, you must have expert pro- 
duction and direction, well known stars 
and variety. How often do we go to the 
pains and expense of putting these into 
our racing television shows and trying to 
build up ratings that would attract com- 
mercial sponsors? 

Names make news. On television people 
like to see the star jockeys, the colorful 
trainers and the rich owners, they have 
been reading about. Since not very much 
of this can be presented to them live on 
the screen, we have to spend time and 
money preparing film clips with good 
action and features to work into our pro- 
grams. We must show the color and glam- 
or of our day-to-day sport in addition to 
presenting the mere 2 minutes or so of 
action of the race that is being featured. 

Racing telecasts when presented prop- 
erly are very expensive. 

When a sponsor picks up the tab for 
such an event his charges for one tele- 
cast for a regional network of about 15 
stations, including time and_ production, 
amount to at least $10,000. If we think 
it is worth a big fee for the race in addi- 
tion to these costs, we are living on dream 
street. 

We hope, of course, that the time will 
come when tracks can add a neat amount 
to their income through the sale of tele- 
vision rights. But our primary aim now 
should be to insist upon, and help in the 
production of, shows that will sell racing.

against colts, and she proved remarkably 
durable, starting 15 times at 3 and 16 
times at 4. She did her racing for Thomas 
W. Doswell, cf Virginia, who bought her 
at the 1871 sale for $560. She proved an 
outstanding producer also, her foals in- 
cluding the good race horses Cyclops and 
Chimera and Cerise, dam of Morello, best 
2-year-old of 1892. 

Woodburn’s sale average went up again 
in 1872, 21 colts selling for $20,355, 
average $969, and 20 fillies for $16,070, 
average $731. Turf, Field and Farm said, 
“This was the best sale ever .. . It was 
the finest lot of yearlings ever placed 
under the hammer in this country.” 


The bargains of 1872 were Acrobat. 
by Lexington—Sally Lewis, by *Glencoe, 
sold to Daniel Swigert for $2,025, and 
Attila, by *Australian—Ultima, by Lex- 
ington, sold to C. Lloyd, agent for Pierre 
Lorillard, for $500. Acrobat was the high- 
est-priced colt of the sale, but a filly by 
Lexington out of Banner, dam of Bonita, 
brought the top price of $2,530. 

Acrobat and Attila were the best 3-year- 
olds of 1874, but Acrobat showed his 
class over a longer period. 

Attila was unraced at 2. He won races 
at Jerome Park and Monmouth Park in 
his first 2 starts at 3, then faced the year’s 
best 3-year-olds in the Travers Stakes at 
Saratoga. He and Acrobat ran a dead 
heat in front of Reform, Steel Eyes, Bri- 
gand, Rutherford, Aaron Pennington, 
Stampede, Grinstead, and 2 others. In a 
run-off Attila beat Acrobat, but he pulled 
up lame and never raced again. 

Acrobat, also unraced at 2, won the 
Robins and Jerome Stakes over good fields 
at 3, in addition to the Travers, and in 
the fall he defeated the 4-year-olds Wild- 
idle and Whisper in a 214-mile “dash” 
at Jerome Park. He finished second to 
Stampede in the Kenner Stakes and third 
to Aaron Pennington in the Ocean Hotel 
Stakes, but he won over both of them in 
the Travers and defeated Aaron Penning- 
ton again in the Jerome. 

Acrobat was a good winner at 4 and 5, 
taking the $5,000 Centennial Stakes at 
Monmouth Park in the latter season, but 
he had to be raced lightly because of 
shelly feet. 

Only one horse of note was bred at 
Woodburn in 1872, but he was one of the 
best of his era. Tom Ochiltree, by Lex- 
ington—Katona, by Voucher, was sold to 
J. F. Chamberlain as a yearling for $500, 
about $400 under the average for colts at 
the 1873 sale. Possibly the reason he fail- 
ed to bring a higher price was that he 
was one of the largest and coarsest of 
Lexington’s sons. He stood 16.21% and 
girthed 76 inches. 

At 3 Tom Ochiltree won the Preakness, 
Annual, and Dixie Stakes, and the follow-

Phalanx is the sire of four 1957 stakes winners: 
two won stakes at over a mile and two have won 
stakes at six and at five furlongs. Just because he 
is too good at siring horses to win at 1144 miles, 
doesn’t mean he can’t be an excellent sire of 2-year- 
olds . . .

ing season he won 8 of 10 starts, including 
the Baltimore, Saratoga, Monmouth, and 
Centennial Cups. He lost only to Parole 
in a sweepstakes at Saratoga and to Add 
in a 2-mile race at Pimlico. He had de- 
feated Parole in the Saratoga Cup. 


In 1876 Tom Ochiltree and Parole 
dominated the 4-year-olds and up. Tom 
Ochiltree won the Baltimore Cup, West- 
chester Cup, All Aged Stakes at Jerome 
Park, and the Grand National Handicap, 
beating Parole in the last 2 of these races. 
Parole held decisions over Tom Ochiltree 
in the Saratoga Cup and a special race at 
Baltimore. 


One of the cheapest colts in the Wood- 
burn sale of 1874 proved the farm’s best 
foal of 1873. This was Creedmoor, a son 
of Asteroid, which J. D. (Uncle Jim) 
Williams purchased for $230. He won 4 of 
7 starts at 3, including the Cumberland 
Stakes at Nashville, Clark Stakes, and 
Kentucky St. Leger. He was second to 
Vagrant in the second running of the 
Kentucky Derby, but beat Vagrant in the 
Clark. He died as a 4-year-old without 
having raced in that year. 

Dan Swigert picked another good one 
from the 1874 Woohburn crop. For $1,010 
he got Baden-Baden, by *Australian— 
Lavender, thus a brother to Helmbold. At 
2, in 1876, Badan-Baden won the Young 
America Stake No. 2 at Nashville and fin- 
ished second in the Sanford and Belle 
Meade Stakes. In his first start at 3 he 
won the Kentucky Derby, and Swigert 
then sold him for $12,500 to William 
Astor, of New York. 
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In his first start in the East for Astor, 
Baden-Baden was third to Cloverbrook in 
the Belmont Stakes. He quickly atoned for 
that defeat with decisive victories in the 
Jersey Derby and Travers Stakes. His 
last race was the Kenner Stakes, in which 
he broke a sesamoid bone. 


From the same crop as Baden-Baden 
came Zoo-Zoo, a filly by *Australian— 
Mazurka, by Lexington. Sold to Col. W. 
H. Johnson, agent for Pierre Lorillard, 
for $825, she won the July, Thespian, and 
Flash Stakes at 2, and proved the best 
filly of her year at 3, when she took the 
Sequel, Harding, and Maryland Stakes 
and Monmouth Oaks and finished second 
in the Ladies and Alabama Stakes. 


In 1875 and 1876 Woodburn again bred 
the top horse in each crop—Duke of Ma- 
genta and Spendthrift. Duke of Magenta, 
1875, was the last high-class son of Lex- 
ington, and many horsemen considered 
him the great sire’s best race horse. He 
was out of Magenta, by *Yorkshire out of 
the fine producer Miriam. 

George L. Lorillard, Pierre’s brother, 
bought Duke of Magenta as a yearling for 
$1,750. The colt won 4 of 7 starts at 2, 
the Flash, Grinstead, Nursery, and Central 
Stakes, and finished second in the Sara- 
toga, Kentucky, and Juvenile Stakes. The 
colts to beat him were Perfection, Pride 
of the Village, and Bramble, and he held 
an edge over all but Bramble, which he 


.met only in the Saratoga Stakes. 


In 1878 Duke of Magenta completely 
dominated his division. He won 11 of 12 
starts, losing only the Jersey Derby. His 


victories included the Preakness, Withers, 
Belmont, Travers, Sequel, Kenner, Hard- 
ing, Jerome, Annual, Dixie, and Breckin- 
ridge Stakes. With the exception of the 
Jerome, which he won by three-quarters 
of a length, and the Dixie, where the 
margin was a length, all of his wins were 
by 2 lengths or more. Best of the other 
3-year-olds were Bramble, which he beat 
4 times, and Spartan, which he beat 6 
times. 

Spartan won the Jersey Derby, but Duke 
of Magenta’s loss was accounted for by 
W. S. Vosburgh in Racing in America: 

“His only defeat was for the Jersey 
Derby, finishing third to Spartan. It was 
too bad to be true. People wondered, but 
‘hey did not know what happened. A day 
or two before the race the Duke and Dan- 
ger had a strong gallop. The weather was 
very warm, and as they appeared to feel 
the heat, a stable attendant threw a pail- 
ful of cold water over each of them. The 
next day both colts were feverish and dis- 
charged from the nostrils. Little was 
thought of it, but both were beaten for 
their races.” 

Pierre Lorillard purchased Duke of 
Magenta at the end of the 1878 racing 
season, and the horse was sent to England 
early in 1879. He contracted influenza 
on the voyage, and was sent home later 
the same year as a roarer. He never raced 
again. 

Spendthrift, by *Australian—Aerolite. 
by Lexington, a brother to Fellowcraft. 
was lucky to reach maturity. In 1876, 18 
of 46 foals died, and several others were 
seriously ill. Those that were left failed 
to bring good prices in 1877, the average 
falling to $552. Turf, Field and Farm 
commented that the sale “was very un- 
satisfactory to the seller.” Spendthrift 
went to Swigert for $1,000. 

Following his usual practice, Swigert 
raced Spendthrift at 2, when the colt won 
all of his starts—one sweepstakes at Lex- 
ington and 2 each at Louisville and Nash- 
ville. Early the following year Swigert 
sold him to James R. Keene for $15,000. 
and Spendthrift became the first in the 
long line of great Keene horses. 

In the East Spendthrift won the Bel- 
mont and Champion Stakes and the Jersey 
Derby. Perhaps his greatest performance 
came in the Lorillard Stakes, in which he 
was left at the post, spotting Harold 50 
yards, but came on to win by a length. 
He could have won the Withers Stakes, 
but was restrained in favor of his stable- 
mate Dan Sparling. 

As was the case with Duke of Magenta. 
Spendthrift was sent to England at 4, and 
he also became sick. He started twice in 
the U. S. at 5, but his wind was affected 
and he failed to show his old form. He 
sired Hastings, Kingston, Bankrupt, and 
Lamplighter. 

Although not in the class with Duke of 
Magenta and Spendthrift, Glenmore was

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another good horse to come from Wood- 
burn during this period. A son of *Glen 
Athol—Lotta, by Hunter’s Glencoe, foaled 
in 1875, he was sold as a yearling to 
William Wright for $175. He failed to get 
to the races at 2, then proved one of the 
most durable horses of his day, winning 39 
of 82 starts and racing until the age of 7. 

If Alexander regarded the 1877 sale as 
unsatisfactory, he certainly was not en- 
couraged by the following year’s results. 
Numerous cases of distemper reduced the 
yearling crop to 22 head, which brought 
only $8,040, average $365, the lowest 
figure since Woodburn began offering all 
its Thoroughbred yearlings at auction in 
1868. 


However, the farm preserved its record 
of breeding at least one top horse each 
year. Grenada, by King Alfonso—Mattie 
Gross, by Lexington, sold to George Loril- 
lard at the 1878 sale for $1,300, was one 
of the best 3-year-olds of 1880, winning 
the Potomac, Preakness, Belmont, Loril- 
lard, Travers, Jerome, Dixie Stakes and 
the Coney Island Derby. 

In 1878 King Alfonso sired another good 
colt in Foxhall, out of Jamaica, by Lex- 
ington. Bought as a yearling by James R. 
Keene, he was sent to England, where he 
won the Bedford Stakes at 2, and the 
Grand Duke Michael, Cesarewitch, Select, 
and Cambridgeshire Stakes at 3. He also 
became the only American-born to win 
the Grand Prix de Paris. 

The 1879 and 1880 crops at Woodburn 
included no horses which ranked among 
the leaders of their generation—the first 
time this had occurred since 1860. In 1881, 
however, Bob Miles, by Pat Malloy— 
Dolly Morgan, by Revenue, was foaled, 
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Last of the great horses bred at Woodburn was Troubadour, 1882, which was the 
best older horse in the country in 1886, 1887. He sold for $400 as a yearling. 


and in 1883 he was the best 2-year-old 
in the West, winning the McGrathiana, St. 
James Hotel. Belle Meade. Sanford, and 
Eclectic Stakes. He was a_ winter-book 
favorite for the 1884 Kentucky Derby, but 
he failed to show his form of the pre- 
vious year and was unplaced. 

Two good colts foaled at Woodburn in 
1882 were Troubadour and Joe Cotton. 
Both were sold in 1883, Troubadour going 
to Jeseph Swigert for $400 and Joe Cot- 
ton to J. T. Williams (who had bought 
Bob Miles the year before) for $805. 

Troubadour, by Lisbon—Glenluine, by 
*Glenelg. won once for Swigert at 2, then 
was sold to Col. Milton Young, for whom 
he won the Criterion Stakes at Chicago 
and the Sensation, Kimball, and Barrett 
Stakes, all at Latonia. The following sea- 
son Troubadour took the Charles Green 
and St. Leger Stakes at St. Louis and the 
Palmer House Stakes at Chicago. 

After his 3-year-old season Troubadour 
was sold to Col. S. S. Brown, of Pitts- 
burgh. He won his first race at 4 at 
Latonia, then was shipped to New York 
for the 1886 Suburban Handicap, which 
drew 20 starters, including Richmond 
(110), Barnum (120), Lizzie Dwyer 
(113), Joe Cotton (117), Savanac (100), 
Favor (112), Goano (110), and Ban Fox 
(105). It was described as the best field 
of the year. Troubadour (115) took the 
lead immediately and never was caught, 
winning in “the commonest of canters by 
4 lengths.” He followed this performance 
with a victory over Miss Woodford in a 
special race at 114 miles. 

Troubadour’s victory in the Suburban 
surprised many New Yorkers; the horse 
had worked the full distance the day 


before the race in 2:0734. Trainer J. W. 
Rodgers explained the unusual procedure 
to W. S. Vosburgh: 

“We had a special car coming East 
and found there was a tunnel this side of 
Pittsburgh that our car couldn't go 
through. So I brought Troubadour and 
Masterpiece on alone, leaving the rest of 
my horses to come by the Erie route. When 
we reached Sheepshead Bay, Masterpiece 
burst his foot, and I had no other horse to 
work with Troubadour. I waited until the 
last day, and was compelled to work him 
alone. O'Hara rode; when he had gone 
half a mile in 49 seconds it frightened me. 
At a mile I tried to stop him. If I hadn’t, 
I don’t know how fast he’d have gone. He 
did it in 2:0734. As I had no trial horse 
I had to depend on the watch. Troubadour 
liked company and often he wouldn’t run 
without it. He did in the Suburban be- 
cause he could hear the others behind him. 
I know people criticised my working him 
the day before the race, but sometimes 
when a horse has had his last work several 
days before the race he is apt to stiffen 
up in his muscles when it comes to the day 
of the race. But when he has it just before 
the race he comes out all unlimbered and 
fit to run.” 

The next year Troubadour and The 
Bard were the country’s best older horses, 
and they had an even split in their 4 meet- 
ings. Troubadour won the Ocean Stakes 
and the Monmouth Cup, and The Bard, 
1883, by Longfellow—Bradamante, scored 
in the Coney Island and Freehold Stakes. 

Joe Cotton, by King Alfonso—*Inver- 
ness, by Macaroni, won only 2 minor races 
in 12 starts at 2, but at 3 he won 8 of 11, 
including the Tennessee Derby, Kentucky 
Derby, Coney Island Derby, Tidal Stakes 
(deadheat with Pardee), Himyar Stakes, 
and Great Western Handicap. The only 
horse to hold an edge over him was Ber- 
san, which beat him in the Clark and 
Travers Stakes. Joe Cotton had beaten 
Bersan in the Kentucky Derby. 

Williams sold Joe Cotton to the Dwyer 
Brothers at the start of the colt’s 4-year- 
old season. Campaigned heavily, Joe Cot- 
ton won several races at 4 and 5, but he 
failed to rank among the leaders as he had 
at 3. 

The crop of 1882 ended 2 great decades 
at Woodburn. The farm continued to 


breed horses for 15 years, but good ones 
were widely spaced. Ironically, these were 
the years in which the farm’s yearling 
auctions reached their peak.

*Dumpty Humpty Out 


*Dumpty Humpty, which set a new 
world’s record of 1:08 in the 6-furlong 
Richmond Handicap at Golden Gate 
Fields on November 2, will not race again 
until late in 1958. X-rays have revealed 
that the 4-year-old colt has fractured the 
third phalanx bone in his right fore foot. 

Dr. Jock Jocoy said *Dumpty Humpty 
would be turned out at Ellwood B. John- 
ston’s Old English Rancho for several 
months. “I believe the horse can be back 
in training in 6 to 8 months and will be 
back to the races in 8 months to a year,” 
Dr. Jocoy said. 

*Dumpty Humpty, by Stalino, was im- 
ported early this year by Ray Bell, who 
later sold him to Bill Radkovich, of Los 
Angeles, and Wilbur Clark, of Las Vegas. 
The colt was unplaced twice in New York 
early this summer, was third in a race at 
Tanforan in October, then won an over- 
night race and the Richmond. 


Switch On Dead 
Gerald S. Colella’s Switch On, a stakes 


winner 4 of the last 5 years, died in his 
stall at Tropical Park on November 25. 
Veterinarians attributed his death to acute 
gastroenteritis (inflammation of the lin- 
ing of the stomach and intestines). 

A 6-year-old gelding by Condiment— 
Tactic, by *Sickle, Condiment was bred 
by Mrs. John M. Branham at her Foxland 
Hall Farm, Gallatin, Tenn. He was 
claimed by Colella in April of his 2-year- 
old season for $5,000, and later the same 
year he won the Mayflower and James H. 
Connors Memorial Stakes. 

During 1954 and most of 1955 Switch 
On raced in overnight races at the New 
England tracks, but late in 1955 he won 
the Tropical Park Inaugural and Coral 
Gables Handicaps. He was one of the 
ccuntry’s most consistent handicap horses 
in 1956, winning the Palm Beach, McLen- 
nan, and Colin Handicaps and finishing 
second in the Bowie, Toboggan, Metro- 
politan, and Carter Handicaps. 

This year Switch On won the Palm 
Beach. In 5 seasons he won 27 of 100 
races, placed in 33 races. and earned 
$276,527. 


Sundew Destroyed 


Mrs. Geoffrey Kohn’s Sundew, winner 
of the 1957 Grand National Steeplechase. 
was destroyed on November 27 after break- 
ing his shoulder in the Makerfield Handi- 
cap Steeplechase at Haydock Park in 
Lancashire. Veterinarians inspected the 
ll-year-old gelding immediately after he 
made a bad landing at the tenth jump, 
and it was decided that the horse had no 
chance for recovery.

In his 
last two starts — the Yankee and Dwyer — he turned 


in near record performances though under no pressure. 
Blue Man entered the stud in 1955 and his first foals 
will race in 1958. He is a son of the successful Blue 
Larkspur stallion Blue Swords and is out of Poppy- 
cock, granddaughter of Man o’ War. The second dam 
is Foxiana, also dam of the stakes winner Boojiana and 
Ghost Run, and of the stakes producer Catspaw.

AUSTRALIA 
Tulloch the Toyer 


Sypney. The last 2 victories of E. A. 
Haley’s amazing Tulloch have taken his 
earnings past the £50,000 mark, about 
£20,000 better than the previous record for 
a 3-year-old in Australia. 


The colt had only 2 opponents in the 
114-mile, weight-for-age C. B. Fisher 
Plate on the closing day of the Victoria 
Racing Association cup carnival, but one 
of these was the country’s second-best, 
Sailor’s Guide (Lighthouse II—Jehane), 
now in top form. Tulloch simply toyed 
with Sailor's Guide, and after the race 
jockey Neville Sellwood remarked that he 
had never had ah easier ride in the whole 
of his dazzling career. Never off the bit, 
Tulloch won by 5 lengths. 

Tulloch then was flown a_ thousand 
miles north to Brisbane for the Queensland 
Derby, in which he had another exercise 
gallop. He became the first colt to win 
the 3 Derbys, in Sydney, Melbourne, and 
Brisbane, duplicating his feat of winning 
the Sires’ Produce Stakes in those 3 
places as a 2-year-old. 

While Tulloch was winning the Queens. 
land classic, Sailor’s Guide was at Caul- 
field carrying 132 pounds and scoring a 
convincing victory over a strong field in 
the 114-mile Williamstown Cup. The race 
moved his earnings up to £55,554, only 
£881 behind *Phar Lap, which now stands 
fifth in the all-time list. 

It remained a mystery that Sailor’s 
Guide had been withdrawn from the Mel- 
bourne Cup immediately after his defeat 
by Tulloch in the Caulfield Cup. The 
stable had expected Sailor’s Guide, a ten- 
acious stayer which seems incapable of 
running a poor race, to give Tulloch 
strong competition. They were so shocked 
by the ease of Tulloch’s victory that they 
withdrew at once from the rich Melbourne 
Cup. I feel sure they have regretted this 
action.

He took the lead about 
a half-mile from home, stood off a strong 
challenge by Miss Onward, then drew 
away to win by 3 lengths. Yodozakura 
and the *Arctic Prince colt Top Run 
closed strongly to finish third and fourth.

Rhapsody, which had been the leading 
money-winning 2-year-old, was an early 
favorite for the Derby, but after finishing 
second to Hikaru Meiji in the Derby Trial 
he had to be taken out of training because 
of an intestinal disease. 

The winner’s sire was bred at Coldstream 
Stud and won the Del Mar Derby, Del Mar 
Handicap, Bay Meadows Handicap, and 
other races. He was brought to Japan in 
1953 by Shadai Farm. Rhapsody is from 
the first crop of foals sired in Japan by 
Frankly, which had stood previously in 
California. Rhapsody’s third dam, Com- 
fortable (*Donnacona—Rocking Chair, 
by *Ogden), was imported from the U. S. 
when she was carrying Comforcohort. The 
latter was favorite for the Derby of 1939, 
in which she was fifth.
